Nickel Revolution Salutes Park Music Center

We've already chronicled what a change 1968 was for the Nickel Revolution, music in general and the nation as well. Our 
equipment would undergo a makeover as well in 1968. We were loyal customers at B Sharp music, but they did not carry all 
lines of amps, especially that we saw national acts using. 


Leo Fine and Mort Kaufman of Park Music Center were aggressive in that they had received the dealer / distribution rights 
for Sunn Amps and PA Systems. They visited us at local appearances and invited us to stop by their store, which we did. 
Some of our friends, Jokers Wild and Stillroven had migrated over to Sunn Amps and we liked what we saw. 


Leo and Mort were extremely generous in exchanging gear for minimal dollars in order to extend the Sunn brand further in 
the Midwest. They also paid to have our “Wooden Nickels” printed at their expense so we could pass them out at gigs. They 
were very popular and if you held onto one, it’s surely worth some money today (well, maybe). The Nickel Revolution’s popu- 
lar Indian Head logo was on one side and Park Music Center was printed on the flip side. People still ask why we used an 
Indian head for our logo... it is based on the very collectable Indian head nickel that was in circulation 1913-1938 (Buffalo 
on flip side). 


Jerry would continue his relationship with B Sharp Music and Rogers Drums as he felt the hardware was better-suited for 
rock drummers at the time. All the manufacturers were racing to improve their equipment for the continuing rock explosion, 
bigger venues, outdoor concerts and changing needs. Jerry did work with Park Music and upgraded his cymbals, purchasing 
them from Park. He was photographed in the drum section of Park Music to help Leo and Mort promote their Ludwig line, 
but most people realized that Jerry was still featured in the B Sharp ads with his Rogers Drums.

This is laser cut from 
Baltic birch wood and measures 3.75 x 3.75 x 3/8 inch thick. As the design is burned directly into 
the wood, it will not rub off during use. It has been treated with a child-safe lacquer; however, do not 
put it in the dishwasher or leave it in the sink under water. If it gets dirty, simply wipe it down with a 
damp cloth. The gallery will add personal engraving on the back if requested 
(but that increases the cost to nearly $20 USD). Paul Szewc’s has his gallery at 
7100 Fife Rd. Guelph (open Mon.-Fri. 11-5), but also has displays at St. Jacob’s 
Farmers Market (year-round Thurs./Sat.), Windsor Art in the Park in June, Cobourg Rotary Arts & 
Crafts in July, Arts & Crafts at Kempenfest (Barrie) in August, Cabbagetown Arts & Crafts (Toronto) in 
September, Balls Falls Thanksgiving Festival (Niagara Region) in October, University of Guelph 
Fair in November, and Stone Road Mall Christmas Kiosk (Guelph) from Dec. 1-24.

This black / black 38mm 
wood is listed as 6650-003, 
Thompson, Manitoba, issued 
in 1977 with 1,000 made. It 
was issued by the Chamber of 
Commerce for the February 
Winter Carnival and the July 
Nickel Days. 


Thompson is a city (2016 pop. 13,123)in northern Manitoba, located along the 
Burntwood River, 830km north of the Canada-United States border, and 739km north 
of Winnipeg, and 396km northeast of Flin Flon. As the “Hub of the North” it serves as 
the regional trade and service centre of northern Manitoba. The Thompson area was 
first inhabited by nomadic Paleo-Indian hunters GOOO BC. Europeans conducted a 
federal geological survey in Thompson in 1896. The modern history of Thompson 
began in 1956 when on February 4, a major ore body was discovered by use of an air- 
borne electro-magnetometer following ten years of mining exploration in the region. The 
community was founded in 1957 following agreement with the Government of Manitoba 
and Inco Limited. Thompson is a planned community and is named after Inco’s Chair- 
man, John F. Thompson. The population has been estimated as high as 26,000 prior to 
the recession in the 1970s. Thompson was incorporated as a town in 1967, and in 
1970 as a city in the presence of Queen Elizabeth Il (then pop. 20,000). Your Editor’s 
boss until her retirement, has a son Ryan Flanagan who worked in Thompson for a 
couple of years as a journalist (The Thompson Citizen).

He did send me four alumi- 
num dies and one rubber on wood 
die. These five dies were used to 
strike nine different woods. 





















There were two reverses with the 
same design, except one was a 
simple rubber stamp in blue colour, 
while the other was the hot-pressed 
in bright purple colour. 


He never got around to sending me 
the dies for 4720-003, 4720-004, 
4720-008, 4720-009, 4720-015, 
4720-017 and both obverse and 
reverse of 4720-020 and 4720-021.

There are a variety of AA sobriety pocket tokens, 
in fact over the years, between the wooden and 
medal tokens, probably hundreds. The slogan of 
AA is “One Day At A Time”, which is why this 
token shows 24 for 24 hours in a day. It reads 
“The camel each day goes twice to his knees; He 
picks up his load with the greatest of ease; He 

goes through the day with his head held high; And he stays for that day completely 

dry.” AS you know a camel can go quite a distance without a drink. 





A hump full of water could come in handy in a camel’s line of work, but these bulges 
are actually filled with fat. That store of fat is like a spare tank of gasoline in your car 
trunk. When food and water become scarce, the camel extracts energy from that 
mound of fat. In fact, the longer a camel goes without eating or drinking, the more 
visibly deflated its hump becomes. During winters in the Sahara Desert, camels have 
been known to Survive six or seven months without actually drinking. Granted, camels 
get liquid from the plants they eat during that dry spell, but it’s still an incredibly long 
time sans drinking water. In peak summer months, when the mercury rises higher 
than 110 degrees Fahrenheit (37 degrees Celsius), their non-hydrated stamina drops 
to around five days.

Sedalia Centennial 


This wood is interesting since it ties two states together (with 
a common municipality name “Sedalia”’), while celebrating the 
centennial of one state’s Sedalia community.

Sedalia (Missouri) is a strong community in terms of its people, their bravery and spirit. This community has been ravaged 
over and again by tornados and fires, and yet folks always stand by their home and rebuilt and carry on. 


In 1870, the Missouri-Kansas-Texas (MKT, or the “Katy”) 
established shops in Sedalia (Missouri). By 18/76, the 
railroad had employed 203 men in the shops and 60 men 
in its Sedalia offices. The $40,000 Katy depot was erect- 
ed at East Third Street and Thompson Avenue in 1896. 
By 1988, the once-bustling station had been abandoned 
by the railroad and acquired by the Missouri Department 
of Natural Resources. A $3 million restoration and build- 
over began in 1998 and was completed in 2001. The Katy 
Depot Historic Site is a year-round visitor destination, 
serving as Sedalia’s welcome centre that includes an 
Bait exhibit gallery (capturing much of Sedalia’s over 100 
~ — years’ history), gift shop, and event space. (photo and 
= information by Tom C. Taylor)

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Sedalia’s centennial celebration in October 1960 featured the Wheels of 
Progress Parade, the largest procession in Sedalia’s history. Torrential rain did 
not stop more than 50,000 spectators from viewing the procession that took = 
an hour and twenty minutes to pass any given point. The grand champion Wipes, 
float by the Rotary Club is pictured in front of the McLaughlin Brothers 
Furniture Company at 515 South Ohio Avenue, Sedalia, Missouri. 






A group of beard-growing, law-enforcing men took the moniker 
“Brothers of the Brush” during the centennial. Being bearded 
~ gave them license to fine — and even jail — those who did not 
grow beards. The Brothers raised $3,500 for the centennial fund 
by selling shaving permits and taking pictures of “victims” in the 
jail. The Parkhurst Manufacturing Company donated the jail and 
trailer for the centennial. 











Centuries of Service 


Arrowmen celebrated Centuries of Service 1915-2015 and leading up to this, Arrowmen (Scouting 
National Honour Society) work on requirements from July 16th, 2014 until December 31st, 2015. 
Arrowman Service Award Progress Tracker was used to track completion of requirements in each of 
three categories: Personal Growth (including Boy Scouts of America training, council, and volunteer 
efforts), Scout Service, and contribution to 100th Anniversary Events (or if inducted prior to 
2015 events, then Youth Protection Training).
